From her founding In 1905 
until 1935 we went in debt at the 
rate of 5 y 2 million a year until 
we had a debt of 167 million 
when Social Credit took over in 
1936. There was a steady de¬ 
crease for the next eleven years 
prior to the oil strike at Leduc, 
ot 2 million a year, or a differ¬ 
ence of 7 million per year. After 
the discovery of oil there was 
a reduction of 11 million per 
year. During the time prior to 
oil discovery, when Alberta was 
reducing her debt, B.C. with ric¬ 
her resources increased her debt 
by 40 %. 

This sounder policy in Alber¬ 
ta, he stated, was due to sound 
administration. 

A question period following the 
meeting brought out replies to 
queries concerning old age pen¬ 
sion and position of coal in the 
future. 

A. Redford, Pincher Creek, 
president of the Social Credit 
Association served as chairman, 
the vote of thanks being tender¬ 
ed by L. Jones. 


“Alberta is blessed with three 
babies, gas, oil and coal. If you 
had triplets you would see that 
you look after each of them ... 
that is what we are doing” stat^, 
ed W. Kovach as he emphatieaT 
ly emphasized the position of 
the Social Credit government in 
its endeavours to treat all re¬ 
sources of the province equally 
and still permit progress.” 

Speaking at the first Cole' 
man meeting of .the current 
campaign Mr. Kovach told the 
gathering that they had put 
Albqrta in the lead and asked 
them to keep it in the lead by 
returning his government to of¬ 
fice. The basis of his address 
reviewed the work of the gov¬ 
ernment and stressed the plans 
for the future. 

“In spite of the large indus¬ 
trial development” he asserted 
“agriculture is still the basic in¬ 
dustry. We are fortunate to have 
oil, but*we should a little furth¬ 
er realize how much the gov¬ 
ernment had done before oil. 
Progress was made in every 
sphere, reducing the debt by 28 
or 29 million dollars till the time 
of the first Leduc strike. We 
prospered not because of oil 
alone, but because of sound gov¬ 
ernment”. 

From this point the speaker 
went on to outline the progress 
and plans for every department, 
emphasizing the highways ex¬ 
penditure which will be the * 
highest in the history of the 
province and financed without 
borrowing money. 

Speaking at the same meeting 
and in support of Mr. Kovach, 


was Hon. N. E. Tanner who ex¬ 
pounded the principles of social 
credit and asserted that he was 
leaving the government as a 
stronger social crediter than 
when he entered. 

While touching the subject of 
oil, Mr. Tanner told his gather¬ 
ing to consider the position of 
the province as a whole. Coal 
is not the only resource. We 
must progress and some are 
going to suffer, yet they, will 
contribute to the welfare of the 4 
entire province. Exportation of 
natural gas he stated would 
make available the various raw 
materials and encourage indus¬ 
try in the province. He went into 
detail on gross and net royalties 
showing that the provincial gov¬ 
ernment was making a good pro¬ 
fit for its people, and winning 
the respect of the oil companies 
for the fair treatment afforded 
them. 

Basing the most of his re¬ 
marks on government, the Min¬ 
ister explained the workings of 
Social credit and asked the sol¬ 
ution to the present set up of 
booms and bursts, war and pov¬ 
erty, throwing the challenge to 
Liberals or Conservatives to give 
the answer. While enlightening 
his audience in this regard he 
touched on the creation of mon¬ 
ey for the purpose of fighting a 
war, by the use of bonds, ex¬ 
plaining that bonds were a note 
to the banks to borrow money 
that did not exist, and that 
these bonds are held 70% 6y fi¬ 
nancial institutions, interest on 
which is still to be paid.

William Kerr, 73 well known 
and respected throughout the 
entire Pass area passed away in 
the C.N.P. Hospital last week. 
Funeral services were conducted 
from the family home in Belle¬ 
vue Friday July 18, with burial 
in Blairmore Union cemetery.

It’s yours not mine. You pay for it so you may as 
well use it. 

These honest and frank words were uttered recently 
by the manager of the Unemployment Insurance Office at 
Blairmore recently while he was speaking of the reluc¬ 
tance of Coleman people from using the service avail¬ 
able. 

A look into the*matter showed that Coleman people 
and those from outside Blairmore seemed to feel that it 
was a Blairmore office and not for them. 

A greater mistake could not be made. Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance and the National employment service are 
a Dominion project and rightly a service that the taxpayer 
himself is paying for. The mistaken idea that it is a Blair¬ 
more office only results in Blairmore getting the breaks. 

It is situated in Blairmore only because of the location of 
Blairmore, and is there to serve the entire Pass. A phone 
' call or a visit will find the staff only to .willing to assist 
you in your problem. 

As the matter stands today Colemans reluctance and 
Blairmores willingness to use this service results in Blair¬ 
more getting the lions share of the services available, these 
services even extending beyond the usual employment 
problems. 

Without the interest of Coleman people or a contact 
man appointed the situation results in loss of revenue 
for Coleman. Should some firm place an order for lab¬ 
orers or cat operators with the local office, it is only 
natural that officials will follow the path that gives the 
fastest service . . . this path being looking up someone 
in Blairmore for the job. 

The management of the office reports (hat a con¬ 
tact man is available in.Natal-Michel area and is often 
contacted to supply workers .... this is done in an 
effort to see that all sections of the district are treated 
equally . . . this is a project that is desired for the Cole¬ 
man area. * 

It is hoped that a contact might be available in Cole¬ 
man or that the Coleman workers make better use of 
the service. Nearly one half a million dollars was dispensed 
by that office in the last year besides many jobs filled. A 
greater portion of these coming to Coleman and will be 
Colemans, but only when the people realize that it is 
their office . . . paid for by them and working for them 
and not solely for Blaimore.

Foresters Have 
Varied Duties 


Those travelling the new Kan¬ 
anaskis highway often wonder 
why a travel permit must be 
filled out and what is to be done 
with it With this and other 
questions, the Journal visited 
the local forestry branch and 
received the following informa¬ 
tion. 


Travel permits are made out 
by the traveller himself at the 
entrance to the road if he should 
be staying not more than three 
days. Should the party remain in 
the area longer than three days, 
the permit must be signed by the 
officials. Permits must be car¬ 
ried while in the area and placed 
in the special box when return¬ 
ing. 


The main purpose of the per¬ 
mit is to give the department an 
idea as to where each party is 
making it easier for rangers to 
find them if necessary. The ran¬ 
gers are often called upon by 
relatives to find someone in the

has seen 191 fires ... at least

Pass. These fires have destroyed 
over 135 square miles, the major 
fires being in 1934 and 36. Smok¬ 
ers and campers have caused 
42 of these with lightning, 
lumber and and brush burning 
and railways following in that 
order. 


Of late another duty has been 
added to the forestry . . . graz¬ 
ing. I^ast year some 15,000 head 
of cattle and some sheep were 
grazing within the reserve. Each 
association provides a rider to 
watch over the herd, but the 
ranger is still responsible for the 
proper distribution and general 
welfare.

EGGS EXACTLY RIGHT 

Most homemakers and cooks in 
general consider cooking eggs about 
as simple as foiling water. That is 
probably why so many fried eggs 
have a sole that would do credit to 
a shoe repairer. Eggs respond to 
gentle treatment by being tender, and 
low or moderate temperatures should 
be the rule in cooking them. 

It may seem “elementary my dear 
Watson” to discuss how to fry or j 
soft-cook the breakfast eggs, but I 
more people will enjoy them once 
they have eaten them properly pre¬ 
pared. Too often tough, rubbery 
whites are accepted as the way eggs 
should be. 

Following are some hints to help 
you when cooking eggs. 

Tender Fried Eggs 

Don’t drop the eggs into sizzling 
hot fat. If the egg sputters and the 
white bubbles, the pan and fat are 
too ly»t and the result will be that 
leathery sole we mentioned before. 
The fat should be just hot enough to 
coagulate the egg white slowly. Keep 
the heat low or moderate under the 
pan. A heavy skillet will heat more 
evenly. Fat may be spooned over the 
egg yolk to film it with white or not 
as desired. This method may be used 
when bacon has been cooked first and 
there is sufficient fat in the pan to 
spoon over the yolks. If there is 
more than a Shin layer of fat though, 
pour off the excess. 

A second method of frying eggs 
sometimes called "fat - poaching” 
eliminates the., necessity of standing 
over them while they cook. Melt only 
enough fat in the pan to lightly 
grease it. Break eggs into a saucer 
one at a time and slip gently from 
saucer into the pan. Add 1 to 3 tea¬ 
spoons of hot water to the pan and 
cover tightly. Cook over low heat 
4 to 5 minutes, or until eggs 
cooked to the desired degree. The 
water turns to steam and the yolk 
will be covered with a white film 
similar to that produced by spooning 
with hot fat. If you peek too often 
, the steam escapes so be sure to add 
a bit more water; 

Tender Soft-Cooked Eggs 

Don’t boil eggs, cook them in water 
below the boiling point. One good 
method is to place the eggs in cold 
water to cover. Put a lid on the pan 
and bring the water slowly to the 
boiling point. Set off the heat and 
let stand 3 to 5 minutes depending 
upon whether the yolk is to be soft 
or partially set. For hard-cooked 
eggs let them stand 15 to 20 minutes 
then plunge into cold-water. This 
helps prevent a dark ring forming 
around the yolks.

4-Year-Old Child 
Dying Of Old Age 

CHICAGO.—A 4-year-old girl, 
who weighs only 7% pounds, is 
dying of old age at the Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois Research and 
Educational Hospital. 

The child is a victim of pro¬ 
geria, or premature senility. 
Doctors at the hospital said it is 
one of nature’s rarest ailments, 
both its cause and cure are un¬ 
known.

The foot that made the Imprint 
was never, according to the measure¬ 
ments of the ball of the foot print, 
restrained or held in or tamed by 
that invention of civilization. “A 
shoe” which is oft a blessing to mod¬ 
ern man, as well as a curse on some¬ 
body’s lips if. it injures or causes 
blisters or corns on the foot. 

However, now it is generally be¬ 
lieved that the print was carved in 
the rock by Indians and it may have 
some religious significance. The 
granite rock with the print weighed 
50 pounds.

Hot Necessary To Be 
“Skunked Up" By Skunk 

The Government Travel Bureau, always on the alert to make 
a tourist's visit to Canada a pleasant one, turned its attention 
recently to unpleasant possibilities. It issued a bulletin, “Helpful 
Hints for Skunk Victims . The Bureau, which said Canada was 
enjoying a travel year “which so far has been little short of ter¬ 
rific", admitted that a white-striped animal might decide to pay 
Visit to a cottager's or camper's lodgings. But the Bureau said: 


“If you play it smart, you might 
not have to bury your clothes.” 

The main Aile to follow in dealing 
with a visit from a skunk is, “Don’t 
startle your visitor with loud noises 
sudden actions,” the Travel Bu¬ 
reau said. 

In most cases, the Bureau added, 
when a skunk ambles up to a cot¬ 
tage or tent, he is hungry. 

”If he gets Inside, go outside,” the 
Bureau advised tourists. And leave 
the door open. 

'Presumably, the animal then will 
follow you out. The trick then is to 
get back inside—but be careful not 
to make any of those dangerous 
“loud noises or sudden actions”—and 
close the door . . . gently. 

Wftat to do if the animal doesn't 
go away? 

Well, said the Bureau, the skunk 
is probably looking for food. So feed 
it. 

“Put some milk, bread, fat, fisji, 
or jam outside for him,” the bureau 
advised, and added (hopefully, it 
seemed): “after he eats it, he should 
go away.” 

If the worst does happen—“if you 
do get skunked up,” was the way the 
worded it—it may not be 
necessary to burn down the cottage 
or tent. You don’t have to burn 
your clothes, or bury them. And the 
best way to get rid of the smell on 
your, body is not to dive into the 
nearest lake or river. 

Warm water and soap is the best 
treatment for the body. Rinse with 
vinegar, tomato juice, or some other 


acid juice. That will counteract the 
"skunked up” atmosphere which 
otherwise will stick closer to you. 
than your shadow. 

As for your clothes, build a bon¬ 
fire outside. But it isn’t necessary 
to burn your clothes. Just spread 
them on brush piled around the fire. 
The flames and the woodsmoke will 
counteract the smell. 

For your cabin, build a brisk fire 
in the grate, or open stove—even if 
the temperature is well up in the 
80’s or 90’s. Again, the flame will 
act as a deodorizer. 

In a tent, a fire in a small stove 
should do the trick. But keep the 
flame covered, or you'll be in danger 
of setting a fire worse in its way 
than the effects of the skunk. 

Above all, keep up hope, for as 
the bureau said: 

“He should go away.”
